Ultrasound is basically a matter of listening to an echo, 
and then using a computer to figure out where the echo 
came from.

How small ku see this way? It depends 

the resolution of the instrument, which is limited by 
the size of the wavelength of the input signal. Ordinary 
sound waves have wavelengths of a few feet, but ultra 
sound wavelengths are less than a millimeter. However, 
that still means that extremely tiny features, like eye 
lashes, cannot be seen. In the first few weeks of preg 
nancy, the instrument resolution is not good enough to 
discern anything 

Will we ever be able to see anything the size of Hor 
ton's dust speck? Most probably not, but scientists seldom 
use the word "never." Meanwhile, the principle that Dr 
Seuss stated with such simplicity and clarity in Horton 
Hears a Who is still entirely valid: "A person's a person, no 
matter how small."

Keeping Your Hamster 
Healthy 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: How 
can I tell if my hamster is sick? — 
Damian J., Washington, D.C. 

DEAR DAMIAN: The best way to 
tell if your pet hamster is not feeling 
well is to be familiar with its habits. 
While hamsters have common behav- 
iors, each one also has individual traits 
that only an attentive owner will 
notice. 

A healthy hamster’s common behav- 
iors include: 

—Stretching, yawning and quickly 
grooming its fur as soon as it wakes 
up 

—Being inquisitive — raising its 
nose in the air and vibrating its 
whiskers — when you open the cage 
door to give it food. 

—Busy activity at regular times — 
filling its cheeks with food, exploring 
rhe cage environment, playing with 
toys or hopping on the exercise wheel. 

You can tell a healthy hamster from 
physical signs, too. The next time you 
hold your hamster, check it out. Look 
for bright, shiny eyes with no dis- 
charge in the corners; a smooth, sleek, 
satiny coat; a dry, not runny, nose; and 
a dry anal area. 

Sick hamsters will look and act 
much differently, with dull eyes and 
ratty coats, and often will not move 
much or show the same interest in 
things. They should be looked at 
immediately by the vet, as these small 
creatures can quickly become serious- 
ly ill and die without help. 

Keep your hamster healthy by mak- 
ing sure it has a great environment. 
Clean its cage every week and wash or 
replace its bedding. Keep the cage out 
of drafty, cold areas, and change its 
drinking water daily. Provide lots of 
chew toys and an exercise wheel. Pay 
your hamster regular attention, not 
only so it has regular stimulation, but 
also to accustom it to being held.

AUTHORITY FOR CONSERVATION RESERVI 
ENHANCEMENT PROGRAM EXTENDED 

Eric McCartney, executive director of USDA's Farm 
Service Agency in Preston County, informs producers 
that on March 14, 2008, the president signed a bill provid 
ng for, among other things, continuation of the Conser 
vation Reserve Program (CRP) through April 18, 2008 

"This extension includes the Conservation Re 
serve Enhancement Program (CREP), which is an en 
hancement of FSA's CRP that uses federal and state re 
sources to safeguard environmentally sensitive land 
through special CRP enrollments," said McCartney 

The West Virginia CREP offers rental payments to 
farmers who voluntarily convert highly erodible cropland 
and other environmentally sensitive acreage to vegetative 
cover, such as riparian buffers, filter strips, and/or wet- 
lands 


also 


The following conservation practices may be eligible 
for land enrolled in a West Virginia CREP contract: re- 
seedings of permanent introduced grasses and legumes; 
reseedings of permanent native grasses; hardwood tree 
plantings; filter strips; riparian buffers (including fencing 
and livestock water developments) and wetland restora 
tion 

Eligible producers will be able to enroll in 10- to 15 
year contracts. Cropland must have been cropped at least 
two of the past five years and be physically and legally 
capable of being cropped in a normal manner Marginal 
pastureland is also eligible for enrollment, provided it is 
suitable for use as a riparian buffer planted to trees. In 
addition, producers must generally have owned or oper- 
ated the land for at least the last 12 months prior to enroll- 
ment. Persons who have an existing CRP contract or an 
approved offer with a contract pending are not eligible for 
CREP until that contract expires 

West Virginia CREP participants are eligible for five 
types of payments: signing incentive, practice incentive, 
annual rental payment for the life of the contract, up to 50 


percent cost-share assistance for the installation of eligible 


conservation practices, and one-time state of West Vir 


ginia lump-sum incentive payment 
With the 50 percent cost-share payment and 40 percent 
practice incentive payment, the participant is paid 90 per-

Bill Eliminating County Funds 
Rejected By House Committee 


House Bill 625: Forests 
and Parks — Special Funds 
and Accounts — Payments to 
Counties, a bill introduced 
by Del. Doyle Niemann (D- 
Prince George’s County), re 
ceived an unfavorable report 
from the House Environ 
mental Matters Committee 
yn Monday. 

The measure would have 
eliminated annual payments 
that the Department of 
Natural Resources makes 
to counties for state forests 
and parks. Garrett County 
alone would have lost more 
than $1 million annually 
in revenue, according to 
Del Wendell R. Beitzel (R- 
Garrett and Allegany coun- 
ties) 

“This was a very collab- 
orative team effort,” Beitzel 
said. “Senator Edwards, the 
[Garrett County] commis- 
sioners, and | all fought hard 
to defeat this very detrimen- 
tal bill that confiscated rev- 
enue from the counties. I 
am happy to report that the 
bill was defeated in com- 
mittee,” 

The bill sought to elimi- 
nate the funding received 
by the counties from the 
State Forest or Park Reserve 
Fund, the Forest and Park 
Concession Account, and 
the Deep Creek Lake Rec- 
reation Maintenance and 
Management Fund 

Currently, counties where 
the state owns more than 
10% of the land receive 25%

In last November's special 
legislative session called by Governor O'Malley, leg 
islators were presented with, among many things, a 
70-page document that was the slot-machine bill 
There is a definite element of desperation in the gov- 
ernor's office, as the state. is facing an estimated $1.5 
billion deficit. Within just a few years, the 15,000 
slot machines that Governor O'Malley hopes will be 
approved by the voters in November will generate an 
estimated $700 million annually. To make the pro- 
posal a little more palatable, half of the money gen- 
erated has been earmarked for public education 

Just last week the Maryland State Teachers Asso 
ciation board of directors voted to back the referen 
dum. Those directors who voted to support said that, 
without the slots, funds for education were going to 
be cut. Those who opposed said that Senate Presi 
dent Mike Miller was holding teachers "hostage" 
with the legislation 

Also supporting slots is Speaker of the House Mi- 
chael Busch; however, Comptroller Peter Franchot 
has been outspoken against the legislation, calling 
shot-machine gambling a "sleazy, predatory, 
rupt, regressive tax on poor people." He added that 
the results of legalized gambling include corruption 
and crime, broken families, and ruined communi- 
ties 

It is true that slots have the potential to produce 
large revenues for the state. It is also true that sur 
rounding states which currently have slot-machine 
gambling are sucking money out of Maryland 
(money being spent by Marylanders). However 
there is also a lot of truth in the comments by Comp 
troller Franchot.

Last week, you bought a new cell phone on the advice of 
a co-worker. Hers has all these features, and you could see 
the benefits of owning one yourself. In fact, you told your 
brother about it and he’s getting one, too. 

You think you're being smart. In the new book The 
Middle-Class Millionaire by Russ Alan Prince and Lewis 
Schiff, you'll see that you’re very smart, but you're also 
being swayed by a new class of Joneses you can’t wait to 
keep up with. 

In places all over, suburbs are planned and built to cater 
to people who want to live in a Leave-It-to-Beaver-like 
neighborhood. If the suburb already exists, perfectly good 
houses are being torn down and replaced with “Mc-man 
sions,” People are joining elite clubs that offer luxury “cab- 
ins” to members for family vacations. Parents are sending 
their kids to ivy-league colleges, not just for the education, 
but also for the “contacts” they'll gain. 

What's going on? 

Prince and Schiff say that a recent study done on behalf 
of a magazine yielded some intriguing information: people 
with extremely high net worth ($10 million or more) rarely 
influence the buying decisions of others, They don’t rave 
about their purchases, and they don’t interact with people 
enough to sway shopping habits 

Surprisingly, those with less money are the ones with 
influence. People with net worth between $1 million and 
$10 million dollars — a sociological group the authors call 
“middle-class millionaires” — are the ones we watch. 

Most middle-class millionaires, the authors say, are baby 
boomers who made their money rather than inherited it. 
They’re technology-minded, with an entrepreneurial streak. 
They’re family-focused, but work hard. Hobbies are great, 
but they’d rather make money than tinker. “Experiences” 
are better than possessions. And quitting? It’s not an op- 
tion for them

School Readiness 
On The Rise For 
Maryland Youth 


Children entering kinder- 
garten in Maryland are bet- 
ter prepared to begin school 
than in years past, according 
to a new report by the Mary- 
land State Department of 
Education (MSDE). 

“Children Entering School 
Ready to Learn —School 
Readiness Information for 
School Year 2007-2008,” a 
report by MSDE’s Divi- 
sion of Early Childhood 
Development, revealed mod- 
est, steady progress in all 
demographic subgroups. 
Maryland students entering 
kindergarten fully prepared 
for learning increased by 1 
percent from 2006 to 2007, 
up to 68 percent. That is up 
19 percentage points since 
the baseline year of 2002. 

“Children who have a 
good start in learning be- 
fore they begin kindergarten 
do better in school,” said 
Nancy S. Grasmick, state 
superintendent of schools. 
“It is clear that this mes- 
Sage is getting out to most 
households, but every family 
needs to know how impor- 
tant this is,” 

The annual MSDE study 
reflects portfolio assessment 
information on kindergart- 
ners’ readiness levels in 
social and personal areas, 
language and literacy, math- 
ematical thinking, scientific 
thinking, social studies, the 
arts, physical development, 
and health, 

The MSDE study found 
improvement across demo- 
graphic categories in the 
percentage of student ready 
for kindergarten work. For 
example: 

*School readiness levels 
for English language learn- 
ers went up 6 percentage 
points between 2006 and 
2007, from 49 percent to 55 
percent.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: I really 
appreciated your series on basic 
training for dogs, but I have a ques- 
tion. You recommend rewarding a 
dog with a food treat when it per- 
forms a task properly. Now, I 
recently read that the American 
Kennel Club no longer allows food 
treats in the show ring, and I won- 
der if that is because too many 
treats are not healthy? Should I just 
use lots of praise as a reward when 
training my dog? — Sara L., Pitts- 
burgh 


DEAR SARA: I'm not sure exactly 
why the AKC put a stop to treats in the 
show ring (apparently this ban applies 
to obedience and tracking events) 
Sure, too many treats may be detri- 
mental to a dog’s health. But an over- 
reliance on rewards can also be a detri- 
ment 

Patricia Gail Bumham, in her new 
book “Treats, Play, Love: Make Dog 
Training Fun for You and Your Best 
Friend” (St. Martin’s Griffin, $14.95), 
explains that dogs that expect a reward 
after obeying each command quickly 
become confused when they don’t get 
it. They rely on the reward to tell them 
they're right. She recommends gradu- 
ally spacing out the rewards, giving 
them after every second action, then 
after every third, and so on. 

Does this—methed—matter- for~ pet 
owners who aren’t going to show their 
dogs at an event? Maybe. What’s 
important, no matter what the reward 
is or how often it is given, is that the 
training 1s consistent and positive 
Certainly, spacing out treats in the 
home environment can help keep a 
dog at a healthy weight, and training it 
to obey commands without expecting 
food every time can be quite beneficial 

as long as it sees some kind of 
reward at a regular point in the day

During April the sun's peak height at midday increases 
from 55 degrees to 65 degrees. At dawn, the morning stars 
begin to fade away around 5:45 a.m., while evening stars

APRIL 2008 MOON - At the beginning of April, the 
moon is a crescent in the morning sky. Low in the eastern 
predawn sky, a very slender crescent moon appears near 
the brilliant planet Venus on April 5. On April 8, a very 
slender crescent moon may be seen very low in the west- 
ern dusk. On April 12, the evening moon is half full (like 
D ffering the best views of its craters and mountains 
through binoculars.

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Officials Approve 
Deep Creek Hotel 
Zoning Regulation 


After much debate and 
numerous draft changes over 
a period of several months, 
there is a new amendment to 
the Deep Creek Watershed 
Zoning Ordinance that de- 
fines hotels and motels. The 
Garrett County commission- 
ers unanimously approved 
the regulation on Tuesday. 

A public hearing on the 
issue was held three weeks 
ago, with the record held 
open for further comment 
until March 25. 

“From the comments we 
received,” said Director John 
Nelson, Garrett County De- 
partment of Planning and 
Land Development, “there's 
been a compromise reached 
on how to approach the defi- 
nition of hotel, and more 
particular, how to include 
kitchens or kitchenettes.” 

Business owners, the 
Planning Commission, 
county commissioners, and 
others had differing opinions 
on such issues as the size of 
hotel guest rooms, whether 
to allow full-size kitchens 
in those rooms, and if indi- 
vidual utility meters for each 
room should be permitted. 

“It took a good while for 
us to get to this point,” said 
Denny Glotfelty, Board of 
Garrett County Commis- 
sioners chair, about reaching 
the final draft stage. 

The new amendment 
helps distinguish between 
hotels/ motels, which are for 
transient guests, and such 
places as condominiums for 
long-term guests. Transient 
guests are defined as those 
who rent rooms or suites on 
a daily basis for not more 
than 30 consecutive days. 

To be considered a hotel/ 
motel, establishments must 
be open to the public, con- 
tain a public lobby and reg- 
istration office, and provide 
daily on-site management, 
guest registration person- 
nel, daily maid service, and 
maintenance to all rooms 
and suites. Additionally, 
rooms and suites may not 
have individual water and 
sewer connections metered 
separately.

The configuration of a person’s hearing 
loss refers to the extent of hearing loss at 
each frequency, which leads to an overall 
picture. For instance, the configuration of a 
high-frequency loss would shew poor 
hearing in the high frequencies and good 
hearing in the low frequencies. Hearing- 
loss configurations that are flat would show 
the same degree of hearing loss for both 
high and low tones. Hearing losses may 
also be described as “unilateral” (in one 
ear) or “bilateral” (in both ears). In 
addition, hearing loss may be 
“symmetrical” (meaning that the degree

Dogs and Diet 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: Can 
dogs eat the same food as humans? 
If so, why does my veterinarian tell 
me not to feed table scraps to my 
dog Jared? — Confused in Houston 


DEAR CONFUSED: Dogs, 
although classified as carnivores, can 
eat many of the same vegetables and 
fruits as humans — making them 
somewhat omnivorous. Considering 
that man and dog have been compan- 
ions for millennia, it’s not surprising 
that our canine friends are able to eat 
most of the same foods as us. 

However, a dog’s digestive system is 
not exactly the same as a human’s 
Jared's ancestors were hunters, eating 
mostly meat and whatever scraps they 
could scrounge from the fireside of a 
human camp. Their diet (as well as 
their human companions’ diet) was 
fairly lean, with little sugar or exotic 
Spic es 

Today's food is often loaded with 
fats and sugars, as well as lots of 
spices. Too much of these can cause 
immediate complications for dogs, 
from indigestion and gas (very stinky 
gas) to pancreatitis, a life-threatening 
illness. Other foods should never be 
touched by dogs, such as chocolate, 
which is poisonous to them. 

Fresh food can be a real treat and add 
variety and nutrients to a dog’s diet, 
but should be planned as carefully as 
your own diet. Lean cuts of meat — 
unseasoned and cooked rare to medi- 
um-rare — are good, as is a mixture of 
chopped liver steamed with rice, car- 
rots and peas. These can occasionally 
replace the usual dry kibble 

At Jared's next checkup, talk with 
your vet about other dietary options 
And keep the table scraps — unless 
they're lean and unspiced — away 
from his bow]

W.Va. Man Arrested For Forgery, 
Felony Theft; Accomplice Wanted 


A West Virginia man was 
arrested in Florida on charg 
es that were filed by detec- 
tives with the Garrett Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office stemming 
from a fraud investigation in 
Garrett County that began 
in October 2007 

Allison Edward Phillips 
III, 25, London, W.Va., 
was arrested by the Mari- 
on County Sheriff’s Office, 
Fla., on a warrant obtained 
by the Garrett Bureau of 
Investigation 

Browning’s Foodland, 
Oakland, and Foodland 
Fresh, McHenry, were both 
victims of a check fraud 
scam that was conducted by 
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Phillips and an accomplice 
in late September. Phillips 
passed counterfeit West Vir- 
ginia Department of Correc- 
tions checks at both locations 
totaling over $1,400. He also 
displayed fake identification 
at the time he cashed the 
counterfeit checks 

Detectives with the GBI 
Unit were able to work with 
the W.Va. Dept. of Cor- 
rections and the Kanawha 
County Sheriff’s Office in 
southern West Virginia, and 
were able to identify both 
suspects involved. An arrest 
warrant was obtained for 
Phillips charging him with 
three counts of forgery, two 
counts of felony theft, two 
counts of issuing false docu- 
ments, and one count of 
theft under $500 

Phillips was arrested 
in mid-March by Marion 
County sheriff’s deputies 
and held on the GC warrant. 
The GC Sheriff’s Office then 
extradited him back to the 
area from Florida. On April 
1, he was arrested and served 
the arrest warrant. Phillips 
later confessed to detectives 
to participating in the scam 
at both GC locations 

The second suspect, iden-

2008-09 School 
Calendar To Begin 
Before Labor Day 

The Garrett County 
Board of Education made 
the decision to approve a 
school calendar that would 
put students in school before 
Labor Day. This was dis- 
cussed and voted on at the 
April monthly meeting on 
Tuesday, with board presi- 
dent Jim Raley breaking 
the tie between the board 
members 

Because of the way days 
fall on the 2008-09 calen- 
dar, if students were to be- 
gin school after Labor Day, 
they would not begin until 
Sept. 2.

The Garrett County 
Bureau of Investigation is 
collecting information on 
the suspicious death of 15- 
month-old Cheyenne Eileen 
Michelle Frazee.

General Assembly 
Approves Several 
Garrett Co. Bills 


The 425th session of the 
Maryland General Assem- 
bly concluded in Annapolis 
on Tuesday. Several bills 
introduced by Del. Wen- 
dell Beitzel and Sen. George 
Edwards were approved by 
the House and Senate and 
now await Gov. Martin 
O’Malley’s signature 

Those bills include the

*HB 148: “Tobacco Prod- 
ucts — Distribution to Mi- 
nors” would establish a civil 
infraction and penalties for 
those who sell tobacco prod- 
ucts to minors in Garrett 
County.

majority of voters approve. 
Should the governor sign 
this bill, the issue will be on 
the general election ballot in 
November 

*HB 314/SB 260: 
“Agricultural Districts” 
would enable the Garrett 
County commissioners to 
ectahlich acricultural die 
tricts and adopt specified

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Gov. O’Malley 
To Visit County 
This Saturday 


Maryland governor Mar- 
tin O’Malley will be in Gar- 
rett County this Saturday to 
announce whether his ad- 
ministration will allow wind 
turbines on state forest land. 
He is scheduled to be at 
the Monroe Run Overlook 
along New Germany Road 
at 9:30 a.m. 

There has been no indi- 
cation as to his decision on 
the matter, but because he is 
making a personal appear- 
ance to make the announce- 
ment, many of those who 
opposed to the proposal are 
hopeful that he, too, has de- 
cided to oppose it. 

The announcement will 
cap four months of heated 
debate over a company’s 
proposal to lease and clear 
hundreds of acres in the 
county to erect about 100 
turbines for electricity gen- 
eration. 

Nearly 500 people at- 
tended a public meeting at 
Garrett College, hosted by 
the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources, ear- 
lier this year, and the over- 
whelming majority of those 
in attendance spoke against 
the proposal. 

A similar meeting held 
in Annapolis the same week 
also drew a large number 
of people, the majority of 
whom were also strongly 
opposed.

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ROACH TO COMPETE IN WORLD AEROBIC C CHAMPIONSHIPS - astene Beitzel 
Roach, the 2007 United States sportaerobics champion, will be competing at the 
World Aerobic Championships in Stuttgart, Germany, Apri! 25 to 27. This event is the 
“Olympics” of the sport and is held every two years. Athletes from over 45 countries 
will participate, and Roach will be competing in the adult women’s category against 65 
competitors. She began her aerobic career at the age of 15 when she was introduced 
to the sport at Brenda’s Body Shop In Oakland. Roach said her sport has increased 
in difficulty since her start. “Every year the sport becomes more challenging. It has 
been adopted as the fifth discipline of gymnastics,” she said. “Although it is not as 
well known in the US, aerobic gymnastics is very popular in other countries, even as 


much 80 a6 figure skating or soccer.” 


Roach, who is a native of Garrett County and 


the daughter of Robert and Rayetta Beitzel, now lives in Martinsburg, W.Va. She has 
continued to compete in her sport, traveling to Mexico last December, and heading 
this weekend to Woodbridge, Va., for another event. “My trip to Germany this month 
is by far the biggest competition in the sport,” she said. As the reigning two-time US 
national champ, Roach will be representing the USA. Only the top two ranked athletes 
in each country are invited to participate. Roach noted that her sport has been accepted 
by the International Olympic Committee and may be an official Olympic sport by the 
year 2012. Roach trains at least five days a week in Martinsburg, where she lives 
with her husband. She also travels to Atlanta, Ga., every four to six weeks to train 
with her coach. This July she will defend her national title at the US National Aerobic 
Championships In Las Vegas, where she will be going for a “three-peat” as national 
champion. “! would like to thank everyone in my hometown for their support of my 
aerobic endeavors, and for the continued support of the local athletes from Brenda's 


Body Shop,” the athlete said.

Women, Infants, and Chil- 
dren (WIC) Nutrition Pro- 
gram caseload is at an all- 
time high, local coordinator 
Carol Bass reported to the 
county commissioners last 
Tuesday. She and health 
officer Rodney Glotfelty re- 
viewed the program for the 
officials during a departmen- 
tal update report. 

“Traditionally, you would 
expect the caseload to de- 
crease as births decrease, 
but ours continues to grow,” 
Bass said. 

In calendar year 2003 
there were 340 births in the 
county, compared to 297 
in 2006. However, in fiscal 
year 2003, an average of 936 
residents participated in the 
local program, compared to 
1,016 so far this year. 

State caseload averages 
are up by 10,000 partici- 
pants, compared to this time 
last year. Bass, however, did 
not speculate on the possible 
causes for this increase. 

WIC, a USDA food as- 
sistance program, began na- 
tionwide in 1974. Garrett 
County was one of the first 
WIC sites in the country 
and first received funding 
in 1975. Bass has overseen 
the program at the Garrett 
County Health Department

WIC provides health 
screening, nutrition edu- 
cation, community refer- 
rals, and food assistance to 
pregnant, postpartum, and 
breastfeeding women, and 
infants and children under 
age 5. Participants must be 
local residents, meet income 
guidelines, and have nutri 
tional needs. 

Bass said the program, 


traditionally, has served 75 
to 80 percent of the preg 
nant women and infants in 
Garrett County. WIC

2008 Legislative Session Produces 
Mixed Bag For Environmentalists

The 2008 Maryland legis- 
lative session kicked off 
with optimistic rallies and 
press conferences to support 
a slew of bills designed to 
help the state's environ- 
ment, including addressing 
climate change and allocat- 
ing money to clean up the 
Chesapeake Bay, among 
other things 

Though some of the bills 
passed, the session ended up 
being a mixed bag for envi- 
ronmentalists, who saw the 
climate change legislation 
die in committee on the last 
day and the language of 
other bills weakened in the 
face of tough economic 
times and concerns from 
businesses and _ citizens 
alike 

The Global Warming 
Solutions Act would have 
taken one of the nation's 
most aggressive stances on 
climate change, requiring 
Maryland to cut 2006 levels 
of carbon emissions by 25 
percent by 2020. But lobby- 
and industrial workers 
argued that high-emission 


steel mills and power plants 
would be targeted for clo- 
sure as a result — concerns 
that activists failed to as- 
suage in the final hours of 
the session 

‘It just ticks me off,” said 
Brad Heavner, state director 
of Environment Maryland 

The global warming bill 
was a very reasonable thing 
It was made into a lot of 
stuff that it wasn't. The bot- 
tom line is that the lobbyists 
pounced on that bill like an 
infestation of rats." 

In spite of such setbacks, 
activists said this session 
might be the best on record 
for the environment. Previ- 
ously, 2007's session was 
heralded as the "year of the 
environment," because of 
the passage of the Clean 
Cars Act, Program Open 
Space, and stormwater 
management legislation 

But more bills succeeded 
this year than in 2007, in 
cluding a measure requiring 
certain public school and 
state-funded buildings to be 
constructed using environ- 
mentally friendly practices,

Magnesium and the 
Risk of Stroke 


Magnesium is found in bones, body tissues, 
organs, and our blood. This important mineral is 
essential for many body processes such as 
maintaining muscle, nerve, and immune system 
functions, bone strength, proper heart rhythm, 
regulating sugar and blood pressure, 
metabolizing glucose for energy, and building 
proteins. Magnesium consumption has been 
associated with lower blood pressure in some studies, 
but notin others 

Since high blood pressure and smoking are risk 
factors for the development of stroke, magnesium 
consumption was recently evaluated for its effect on 
lowering the risk of stroke among men from Finland 
who smoke. Over an average of 13 years, the men 
who consumed more magnesium had a significantly 
lower risk of developing a stroke compared to men 
who consumed less. Consumption was based on 
dietary intake from food sources. It is unclear if 
magnesium intake from dietary supplements lowers 
the risk of stroke. Future studies are needed to 
address this issue. Magnesium can be found in foods 
such as green vegetables, beans, peas, nuts, seeds, 


and whole grains

The Middle Way 


All of the world’s great religions have had to 
deal, at some point in their history, with the issue 
of asceticism and the proper modes of diet, 
dress, and worship. Early on in their history, 
most religions opted for strict adherence to the 
rules of governing diet, dress, and worship. 
Witness the strict rules laid out in Leviticus and 
Deuteronomy governing every aspect of life. 
Later on, prophets like Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
Hosea pointed out that God did not want strict 
adherence to the specific rules governing 
sacrifices so much as He desired a proper and 
loving heart. In the early years of Christianity 
there was a similar debate over whether 


Christians should be 


bound by the well- 


established Jewish laws governing diet and 
worship. It appears that Peter initially argued for 
strict adherence, while Paul thought that the 


Jewish laws should 
Christians. 


Ultimately, 


not govern Gentile 
these laws were 


loosened for all Christians. Likewise, when the 
Buddha began his spiritual journey, he fasted 
abstemiously and wore only rags. Somewhat 
later in his ministry, the Buddha proposed the 
middie way between severe fasting with strict 
adherence to the rules of life and leniency 
concerning these things. The “Middle Way” 
advised that you should eat whatever is set 
before you, and at one’s discretion, you may 
wear either rags or a religious robe. What is 
actually more important is not so much following 
the letter of the law, but whether the spirit of the 


law 


is written on our heart. Love and 


compassion, not mindless sacrifice, are what 


God wants of us.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: My dog 
“Chip” doesn’t just like eating his 
own stools. He'll eat any stool from 
any animal, it seems. Whenever 
we’re walking in the woods near my 
house, he will dash away to sniff at 
and try to eat the droppings of any 
animal. How dol get him to stop? — 
Chester P., Nashua, N.H. 


DEAR CHESTER: Stool-eating 
(copraphagia) is a very common activ- 
ity for dogs (and other animals), 
though not much is known as to why 
they engage in it. Certainly, an ani- 
mal’s droppings are a smorgasbord of 
odors for dogs, who rely on their nose 
as much, as if not more, than their eyes 
to give them all the juicy details of 
their furry neighbors 

Most dogs seem split into two 
groups — those that eat the stools of 


other animals, and those that eat only 
their own stools. Chip is one of those 
rare varieties that do both 

In the backyard, preventing Chip 
from eating his own stools is some- 
what easier — pick up his droppings 
as soon as he leaves them. Or, spray 
his droppings with a product like For- 
bid, available at pet stores, which 
makes stools taste rank to dogs. 

You also can be more strict about 
Chip’s “go” times, keeping him on a 
leash while he eliminates and having a 
small training session afterward 
where, when he goes for the stool, you 
yank the leash back while saying “no.” 
You also should do this on your forest 
walks, at least for a while, until Chip 
can be called back with a verbal com- 
mand 

Some veterinarians think a nutrition- 
al deficiency may cause or exacerbate 
copraphagia.

drainage components 
the bed is ready, consider 
placing a slow-release fertil- 
izer at root level. 

"Do not place fertilizer 
directly on the plant because 
this will burn the foliage, 
Hopkins says. 

To avoid hand weeding, 
homeowners may opt to ap- 
ply a ground cloth or pre- 
emergent herbicide, though 
creeping perennials naturally 
inhibit weeds 

For best results, plant 
creeping perennials even or 
just above the soil line, but 
never below. Planting below 
the soil line will cause water 
to collect and, ultimately, 
drown the plants, Hopkins 
Says 


Step On It 

Che final step is just that 
gently step on each plant to 
set it in place and get it 
started growing 

"Believe it or not, gently 
stepping on each new plant 
actually attaches the roots to 
the soil line. In about three 
days, little roots will emerge 
from the nodes," Hopkins 
Says 

As with traditional lawns,

help prevent the germination 
of seeds into weeds unde1 
feeders 

When trying to keep a 
clean yard, it's important to 
consider the type of seed be- 
ing put out. "Basic mixes" or 
"economy mixes" contain 
many extra ingredients that 
birds simply sift through and 
push to the ground. These 
mixes can also attract less 
desirable birds, such as star- 
lings and sparrows that typi- 
cally gather in large numbers 
and can make quite a mess 

For those who want to 
avoid a messy yard (and nui- 
sance birds), look for prod- 
ucts that are made with pre 
mium ingredients like fruits 
ind nuts that more sought- 
after birds such as cardinals 
and finches love. Products 
like Wild Delight's new Less
